for aſhort time, And whereas divers abuſes hath been lat 
ly committed, and for preventing ofwhich abuſes that ma 
be done toany. of the Souldiers under the Command of 
"Major Gen. Lambert, VVe do Command and Ordain the 
Committees of V Varre of the Shires where the ſaid 
Forces are now or {hall be hereafter quartered to take ſpe- 
ciall care that the Countrey people do readily afford) 
them the beſt quarter and accommodation they can duz 
ring their ſtay, And we do further declare that whoſoeve 
within this Kingdome ſhall do any wrongs or injuries in 
taking away their Horſes or Arms, or {hall offer violence 
to their perſons, that Order ſhall be given tothe Troops 
hat are kept up for the ſervice of the Kingdome;, that the 
whole moyeable goods ſhall be confiſcated and themſclveg 
impriſoned or puniſhed with death accofding as they ſha 
deſerve, and if any of the Countrey people receive 
wrong orinjury from any of the Engliſh Forces, they ard 
to addrefle themſelves and complain to this Commaitte 
or Major Get. Lambert, from whom they ſhall receive 
due ſatisfaction. Ordains thir preſents to be publiſhed a 
he Mercat Crofle of Edinburgh, Haddingtoune, Dunbar 
inlithgow, Peebles, that none pretend Ignorance. 4 
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
